HB invetition of a new steel, 
far in advance of any Kigh- 
speed steel hitherto made. is 
described in the Londons 

Daily Mail by John Oliver Arnold, 
orofessor metaliurgy at Sheffield Uni- 
versity. Prof. Arnold, who is said 
‘eo have been the discoverer of vana- 
dium steel, claims, according to thé 
Daily Mail, that the new steel pose 
sesses far more commercial possibili« 
ties, that it is unrivaled in hardness, 
that in tool -form™it will remove . 
greater weight than any other steel, 
and that it possesses comparatively 
longer life. 

The Daily Mail indicates that Prof, 
Arnold uses molybdenum instead of 
Tungsten, and says: 

“If large quantities of molybdenum 
(a hard asilver-white metallic ele 
Ment) can be found and the price 
réduced, Tungsten will take a back 
seat, because 6 per cént, molybede- 
num will achieve more than 18 pér 
cent. Tungsten.” 

Prof. Arnold, 6 the newspaper, 
is prevented, er the Defence of 
the Realm Act, from utilizing his ine 
vention ey - He is patenting 
his invention in England and Amere 
ica, and ‘will be allowed to proceed 
with his American patent on condi- 
tien that he publishés nothing ¢om 
cerning it. He is abeolutely” forbidden 

to communicate the details of his dig- 
covery to anybody in Great Britain 
except under censorship. 

The Daily Mail says the Governe 
ment ‘has asked Prof. Arnold whe 
ther he-is willitg to hand 

fon to the state and o 
terms, but that Arnold does not ine 
tend to comply with the end 
ment’s desire to securett. A re’ 
tative of the American Governme 
the newspaper 0" shedhel made a spe- 
mal Whee a to - geen to ‘nvesti= 
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Immense deposits of molybdenite 
have been found in the Ottawa Val- 
ley, on the Quebec side of the river, 

specially in Pontiac County, in the 
district about Quyon. 

In the early part of the war 
there was a tremendous demand for 
this. mineral -for. the. purpose. of 
hardening steel, but it ‘is undere 
stood that latterly the enquiry fell 
off, due chiefly to a substitution of 
other’ hardening processes. For this 
reason many of the showings were 
never developed. 

Should Prof. Arnold’s discovery 
Prove to be of such great value, the 
future of the Ottawa district pro- 
perties ‘will be assured, 

According to the best authorities 
molybdenum is usually found as 
molybdenite. “Molybdenite has also 
been found in British Columbia in 
considerable quantities. 

The report of the Ontario Bureau 
of Mines for 1919 contains these pare ‘ 
ticulars of the molybdenum mines im 
the province:— 

International Molybdenum Co.—~ 

The only mines operated by this com- 
pany in 1917 in Ontario was the 
Moran in Broughanr Township ad- 
joining the O’Brien mine. Most of 
the ore mined was taken from an 
open cut, and the shaft was continued 
to a depth of 40 feet.”

Britain~The World’s Terminal 


In his review of Great Britain’s in- 
dustrial and financial future, to which 
certain references were made in this 
column last week, Lord Northcliffe 
not only told’ his American inter- 
viewer of the ‘ability being displayed 
in reforming the status of the indus- 
trial workers, and gave reasons why 
neither the United States nor any 
other country could succeed in taking 
away from Britain her supremacy in 
shipping, but he submitted a logical 
reason why England would continue 
to be the centre of world trade and 
In this connection he’ said: 

“Americans who come to London 
arrive here not realizing~ that our 
small country, which you can almo’t 
put inside the state of ‘New York, is 
mefely the great terminal of nearly 
a hundred diverse sections compris- 
ing the British Empire. That Em- 
pire is roughly divided into half a 
dozen free nations, quite independent 
of England,—the great collecting and 
distributing centre of the whole,—if 
If 
Canada, or Australia, or New Zealand 
wish to cut the connection tomorrow, 
they can do so without leaving any 
bad, feeling behind. Sometimes there 
is ruffed talk betweeti us, as there 
is between any other great business, 
but when it&acomes to what I under- 
stand you ot a ‘showdown,’ it is seen 


that the business alliance is of the 


_- strongest. 


“Never forget, too, we are linked by 
sentiment strong enough to unite us/ 
to death itself, as the world has lately 
seen, when from the remote parts of 
Atistralia, and’ from such widely sep- 
arated places as Central Africa, the 
Klondike and the Falkland Islands, 
came these busy Britons, who were 
not killed, who will give you an ex- 
cellent stand-up business fight in 
South America and elsewhere, From

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Says Agriculture and 
Industry Must Unite 


Prof. Wallace Tells of Vast Re- 
sources of Manitoba’s Great 
Northland 

That some problems in Canada will 
not be solved. unti! agriculture and 
industry rubs shoulders, is the-opin- 
jon of Prof. Wallace, commissioner 
for northern Manitoba, who gave a 
very interesting and instructive ad- 
dress before the Canadian club at 
Brandon. : 

“The development of the vast re- 
sources in the northern part of our 
province must be carried out, and the 
Hudson Bay railway completed, be- 
fore Canada can ever hope ‘to realize 
on the huge assets which lay in the 
northland, the commissioner stated. 

Speaking of the fur industry “fA 
northern Manitoba, Prof. Wallace 
stated that a conservative value on 
the furs exported last. year was at 
least $1,800,000, and this would be in’ 
creased this year, as the price of furs 
had gone up. The possibility, of large 
revenue from the timber lands de- 
pended solely on the development of 
the pulg mond industry. Between the 
Grand” Rapids and .Saskatchewan 
River. there is roughly about .seven 
million cords of pulpwood, while there 
is about the same amount between 
the Grand Rapids and the Nelson 
River. The speaker stated, however, 
that it was his belief that the pulp- 
wood industry should be commenced 
near Winnipeg, and then gradually 
work northward. 

That there is over 3,500,000 horsc- 
power waiting to be developed in the 
north, of which amount 2,500,000 
horse-power is in the Nelson river, 
was another statement by the speaker. 
Huge mineral deposits waited devel- 
opment to make Manitoba one_of the 
foremost. provinces in the mining in- 
dustry. Over $2,500,000 of copper 
ore has been exported, and a certain 
property has been proved up abso- 
lutely, which contains twenty million 
tons of copper ore, with ‘a value of 
over $180,000,000, He stated that gold 
mining offered perhaps the greatest 
opportunities, 

A huge flooded area on the banks 
of the Saskatchewan River had made 
a splendid hay meadow last ycar, from 
which over nine thousand tons of hay 
had been, cut to help out:the farmers 
in Saskatchewan and Alberta, and as 
a result of ranchers seeing the high

* quality of hay which came from nor- 


thern Manitoba, they have now com- 
menced to move northward and are 
already locating their ranches in that 
part of the country. The experiences 
of the last few years on the prairies 
have been such as bring farmers back 
into the bush country, where there 
will always be moisture, Prof, Wal- 
lace said. 

No real development of the. north 
could take place, however, until the 
Hudson Bay railway is completed.

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IT he West must urge the early com- 
pletion of this road or it will never 
be finished, ‘said the speaker, No 
railway in the next fifty years will tap 
such valuable territory as the Hudson 
Bay railway, and although the deeper 
waterways and power project was a 
good thing’ for Canada, Prof. Wal- 
lace reminded westerners that they 
should not lose sight of the great 
valué attached to the opening up of 
Hudson’s Bay. He also reconrmen- 
déd the provincial administration of 
the natural products, it being his op- 
inion that although the province 
would not handle it as well for .the 
first few years, they would gradually 
perfect a system which would make 
for the better administration of the 


natural products of northern Mani- 
toba. 
Following his address, Prof. Wal- 


lace illustrated several features of his 
talk by the aid of lantern slides. 


New Method of 
Shipping Stock 


Association Cars Can Be Filled at 
Different Stations Along Rail- 
way Main Lines 
Live Stock Commissioner W. W. 
Fraser and W. I. Smale, secretary of 
the Livestock Breeders’ Association 
of Manitoba, have held a conference 
with the freight agents of the three | 
Canadian lines of railway, with re- 
gard to shipping association cars of 
livestock. The interview was entire- 
ly satisfactory, the railways agreeing 
to operate cars on the basis asked 
for. Purchasers of livestock for 
shipment to all points west can take 
advantage of the arrangement. Rates 
for these cars are provided in the 
regular tariff. Association cars tan 
be filled from different stations along 
the main line of each of the three 
railways. For example: Animals can 
be loaded at Winnipeg, Portage La 
Prairie, MacGregor, Carberry, Bran- 
don, Griswold, Virden, or any other 
station on the main line of the C.P.R. 
When the car is loaded it will be car- 
ried on a through freight train ‘until 
the first delivery has to be made. 
From there ‘the car will be carried 
from point to point by way freight. 
By this arrangement a man will be in 
charge of car and deliver stock at 
points of delivery and re-ship on 
branch lines when necessary. Buyers | 
from Western Caanada_ desirous of 
taking advantage of this service wil 
notify W. W. Fraser, livestock com- 
missioner, Winnipeg, Man., or W. I.

The Squier method makes it possi- 
ble to carry on at least ten and pos- 
sibly more conversations by means 
of a single wire and makes long dis- 
tance telephone communication 
tually limitless, It is stated that 
conversations from Rome to Nio and 
from Agentine to Alaska will be a 
matter of course, provided a single 
wire is strung between the points 
mentioned, 

‘Wired Wireless” is a system of 
guiding radio currents by means of 
a wire. The currents, it is explained, 
travel alongside of the wire, which 
guides them to their destination and 
thus eliminates the greatest fault of 
the ordinary wireless. The possibili- 
ties of the Squier method tax the 
human imagination, It will permit of 
talking from moving trains to friends 
at fixed points. and it is even said 
that as many as 50 messages may be 
sent along one wire simultaneously.— 
St. Thomas, Times-Journal,
